Cancel claims 9-20 drawn to non-elected claims without prejudice. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as stated in 
the response, the prior art fails to disclose the water having a LSI of less than about 0 
passed through the cathode compartment as claimed, wherein the water is formed by 
passing through a depletion compartment. Applicants have argued that the LSI values 
would not have been formed inherently by the feeding of the water through a depletion 
compartment, since the values are dependent upon such factors as pH and carbonate 
saturation value. The prior art of record fails to disclose the control of these values and 
would not produce the claimed LSI values which are then passed through the cathode 
compartment.
